ORDINANCE NO. 80-3 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 73-2, THE ZONING 
CODE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AS AMENDED; 
PROVIDING AND CREATING STANDARDS FOR THE ALLOWANCE 
OF MOBILE HOME PARKING AS A TEMPORARY RESIDENCE ON 
A MINIMUM OF 5 ACRES IN THE AG DISTRICT AS A SPECIAL 
PERMIT BY AMENDING SECTION 601.C; PROVIDING FOR 
THE DELETION OF MOBILE HOME PARKING ON A MINIMUM 
OF 5 ACRES AS A SPECIAL EXCEPTION IN THE AG DISTRICT 
BY AMENDING SECTION 601.D; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE; PROVIDING FOR 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that Ordinance No. 
73-2, as amended, known as the Palm Beach County Zoning Code, 
is hereby amended as follows: 

SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND INTENT. Jt is the intent 
of this Section to accommodate the temporary residential needs 
of land owners, while providing a reasonable period of time 
for the planning and construction of a permanent home . 

SECTION 2. Section 601.C, USES SUBJECT TO SPECIAL 
PERMIT REGULATIONS (AG District) of Ordinance 73-2, as amended, 
is amended to permit the following use and to read as follows: 
MOBILE HCME PARKIN! as a temporary residence on a 
minimum of five (5) acres subject to the following 
requirements: 

1. To retain mobility, suspension system and 
axle must remain attached 7 undercarriage may 
be bolted to a permanent foundation subject 
to issuance of a valid building permit; 

2. No more than one (1) mobile home or house 
trailer shall be allowed per each five (5) 
acres of land owned by any applicant; 

3 . The property on which the mobile home is to 
be located must be held in single, separate 
ownership with regard to adjacent properties; 

4. Sanitary facilities must have approval of all 
governmental agencies having appropriate 
jurisdiction and permits and inspections for 
necessary electric, water supply, sewage, and tie -

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down installation must be obtained from the 
Department; 

5. The temporary permit shall be valid for a 
period of five (5) years, or until thirty (30) 
days after a Certificate of Occupancy is 
issued for a permanent residence, whichever 
first occurs; 

6 . An extension of time up to five (5) year’s 
beyond the initial five (5) year approval may be 
requested from the Planning, Zoning and Building 
Department. If the extension request is 
administratively denied, the applicant may apply 
to Planning, Zoning and Building Department for an 
appeal before the Zoning Commission. In no case 
shall the total time exceed ten (10) years for the 
initial approval and a subsequent extension; 

7. Minimum setbacks from public rights-of-way and all 
other property lines shall not be less than one 
hundred (100) feet; 

8 . No additions or adjuncts shall be permitted which 
restrict the mobility of the mobile home; 

9. In the event the mobile home allowed by Special Permit 
is replaced or relocated on the subject site, a 
revised site plan shall be submitted to the Department 
and a new Special Permit obtained; 

10 • A notarized mobile home removal agreement shall be 
executed; 

11. A statement of the petitioners interest in the 
subject property must be submitted pursuant .to the 
provisions of Section 401.1A; 

12. A survey must be submitted pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 401.1B; 

13. All applications shall be presented on the official 
forms provided by the Department; and 

14. Mobile home must be on a legal lot. 
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SECTION 3. Section 601.D, SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS SUBJECT 
TO COMMISSION APPROVAL (AG District) of Ordinance No. 73-2, as 
amended, is amended to delete the following use: 

MOBILE HOME PARKINS as a temporary residence on 
a minimem of five ff)- aeres- subject to eepeiremeats 
of paregraphs 1 through 13 of Mobile Home Perking 
as a Temporary Residence under Seetion £©!?€ 

SECTION 4. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. All local 
laws and Ordinance applying to Palm Beach County in conflict 
with any provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 5. Severability. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, phrase or word of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held or declared to be unconstitutional, inoperative or 
void, such holdings shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6. Inclusion in Code. The provisions of 
this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws 
and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and 
the word "Ordinance” may be changed to "Section”, "Article" or 
other appropriate word. 

SECTION 7. Effective date. The provisions of this 
Ordinance shall become effective up receipt of acknowledgement 
by the Secretary of State, State of Florida.
